Germany Wenders at Excitement. 

Berlin, Sept. 3—The action of Germany 
concerning Morocco, it was explained to- 
day, was in the nature of a suggestion to 
the signatories of the Algerciras confer- 
ence that the time has arrived to recog- 
nize Mulai Hafid as the Sultan of Mo- 
roceo, Official wonderment is expressed 
at the agitation of the French and Eng- 
lish newspaper over the occurrence. They 
act as though Germany had done some, 
thing outside her privileges instead of 
something that one of the signatory pow- 
ers must do if the Moroccan situation is 
to be clearéd up.

Threaten Recurrence of Bread Riots 
Uniess failiative Measures Are 
Adopted to Relieve Distress in 
City of Plenty—Blody of Men Make 
@Jnsuccessful Attempt to Enter 
Council Chamber. 


Glasgow, Sept. 3—A number of the 
unemployed of Glasgow yesterday 
made an unsuccessful attempt to get 
a hearing before the municipal coun- 
cil. Four hundred men attempted to 
break down the doors of the room 
where the council was in session, but 
the police reserves were called out and 
restored order. The decision of the 
members of the council, who agreed 
to receive a dvputation of the unem- 
ployed, and the prudence of the police 
in not attempting to make arrests, re- 
sulted in a quiet dispersal oi the mal- 
contents 

A strongly worded manifesto, which 
has been posted in the streets in the 
poorer quarters, declares that 60,000 
adults and 100,000 children are cry-

England is Irritated. 

London, Sept. 3-—It was learned today 
that the British government is holding 
aloof from Mulai Hafid, the new sultan 
of Morocco, for the present, but that it 
is proposed to recognize him in due time, 
British officialdom is irritated by the 
course adopted by Germany-which it re- 
gards as an attempt to gain influence 
over Mulai Hafid by’ stealing a march 
on the other powers, Consultations are 
now going on between Great Britain, 
France and Spain and there is no doubt 
that Great Britain and Francezwill act 
together and probably insist tha®\Mulai 
Hafid give perniission to carry oyt the 
obligations of Morocco to the th 4 be- 
fore they recognize him. 

New Sultan's Army Defeated. 

Tangier, Sept. 3—A wireless despatch 
from Mogador announces the agsassina- 
tion of Kaid Anfloos. Advices from Mo- 
receo City report that Mtougui on Aug. 
26 defeated a force under Glaoni, A 
lieutenant of Mulai Hafid, at a point 
three hours distance from the city, There 
was a desperate battle in which followers 
of Mulai Hafid had 500 men killed. Mulai 
Hafid is urgently demanding reinforce- 
ments, The Freneh reinforcements col- 
umn ia now proceeding to Boudeniba on 
the Algerian’ frontier, where a French 
detachment of 1,500 men is _ surrounded 
by 15,000 Berbers, It is reported that 
Abdul Aziz doés not intend to oppose his 
fate. He will settle with his harem and 
retainer on a farm near Casablanca and 
await a general settlement.

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 3.—England now 
wants to re-open the.case of “Lord Bar- 
sington,”’ who is in’ the state ponitentiary 
at Jefferson City under sentence for ki'l- 
ing Jas. P. MeCann, horseman, in &t. 
Louis county, in 1903. Recent efforts on 
the part of Mrs. Lillian Gales, who was 
@ staunch friend ‘of Barrington through 
his trial, are responsible for the efforts 
which the British government proposes to 
mak to secure the release of vrington. 
Mrs, G tles, who has been working on t! ¢ 
ease ior the last year, now declares that 
McCann is not dead, but is tending bar 
in a saloon at 12 Harrison stroet, San 
Francisco, A despatch from San Fran- 
cisco says that thero is no saloon at the 
place mentioned. Thomas Erskine, British 
consul at St. Louis, furnished Mrs, ‘Gales 
with thy proper eredentials, and she pro- 
poses to have an interview with Barring- 
ton in prison. then go to Chicago for a 
conference with Erskine. When Barriag 
ton was “found guilty of the murder of 
McCann, he was sentenced to death, but 
his punishment was commuted to life 


imprisonment by Governor Folk.

Rome, Sept. 3.—Pope Pius is said 
to be greatly depressed by his con- 
tinued ill-health, and is of the opinion 
that he has not long to live. He 
often expresses a desire to return to 
his old home in Venice, even thoug’ 
he knows such a step impossible. 

Bishop Burke, of Albany, New York, 
was received by the Pope yester- 
day. His Holiness and the bishon 
had a long conversat on, and it was to 
Bishop Burke he expressed the fear 
that he has but a short time to live. 
There was a deep touch of sadness in 
the holy father’s voice, as he 
told that the burdens of church gov- 
ernment, the longing for his beloved 
Venice and the confinement of the 
Vatican were more than he could bear, 
and under their weight he feared he 
would soon succumb. 


CHEAPENING OF ALCOHOL. 


An Oratorical Battle Wages in Toron- 
to Over the Quustion. 


Toronto, Sept. 4.—At a joint meet- 
ing of the Canadian Pharmaceutical 
Association and the Ontario College 
of Pharmacy District Association last 
night there was an oratorical duel 
between Henry Watters of Ottawa, on 
the one hand, and D. W. Bole, M.P., 
of Winnipeg, and others on the other 
side, as to'the advisability of carry- 
ing on a campaign for cheap alcohol, 
which was to be exclusively used for 
industrial purposes. 

The opinion of the meeting appear- 
ed to be slightly in favor ot the un- 
deriaking of the campaign, but the 
utterances of Watters met with con- 
siderable applause also, The diecus- 
sion was opened by the reading of a 
paper on the subject“by Mr. Bole. 
He considers the heavy burden ef 
taxation levied upen the article of 
such general use as alcohol was ab- 
solutely wrong. If any consideration 
were given to the subject, it must be 
remembered that alcoho! was subject 
to abuse, which it was the object of 
the druggists to prevent as well as the 
general public. : 

If they were to succeed in any! agi- 
tation upon the subject they must 
show that they were éuffering a spe- 
cial injustice. The present two year 
storage system and the heavy taxes 
on alcohol made the manufacturers of 
alcohol the highest protected class in 
Canade, 

He advised the appointing of a 
strong committee to get all the in- 
formation possible’ on the subject with 
a view to petitioning the government, 
He believed that there were four or 
five distillers in Canada who control- 
led the situation, but they could go 
to the government, and could. show 
them that there were 2,500 druggists 
on the other side, and he thought they 
would be likely to get what they 
wanted,

May Not Return to Russia, 


London, Sept. $—Thirty-two Russian 
mutineers off the battleship Potemkin, 
who left Roumania for Canada, are 
stranded penniless in London, and are 
now being cared for by friends. ‘All 
the men are of peasant extraction, 
and good agriculturiets. About 300 
pounds is required to emigrate them. 
Hanging awaits them if they return 
to Russia. Included among them are 
six women and seven children.

MILITARY TRAINING. 


Sir Frederick Borden Makes Import: 
ant Announcement at Luncheon, 


Ottawa, Sept. 3—At a luncheon 
given by Col. 5am Hughes, president 
of the D. BR. A., Sir Frederick Bor- 
den was the principal speaker. The 
minister expressed great admiration 
for Col. Hughes because he always 
“fought fairly.’’ After defending the 
incteased expenditure on the militia 
force Sir Frederick turned his atten- 
tion to cadet shooting and made an 
important announcement, 

He said an order in council had 
been passed embodying the agreement 
Which had been entered into with the 
educational department of Nova 
Scotia. It sets forth that the militia 
department will furnish free ef cost 
to schools, instructors in drill and 
shooting, providing the schools will 
adopt a regulation to the efiect that 
all teachers be compelled in future 
to pass an examination in physical 
training and driti betore receiving 
their certificate. 

The second order in council has 
been adopted, giving the militia de- 
partment authority to make a simi- 
lar arrangement with other provinces. 
Sir Frederick said thit if this plan is 
carried out in other provinces it will 
incidentally be a great help to the 
permanent force which will provide a 
staff of instructors. 


UNIFORM. REGULATIONS 
PROTECTING OUR FISH 


United States and Canada Will Agree 
on Regulations Concerning all In- 
ternational Waters—This is Result 


of Investigation by Joint Fish 
Commission. 
Ottawa, Sept. 3.—With the beginning 


of next year the fisheries in the houndary 
waters of Canada and the United States 
will be under a uniform protective regu 
lation designed to prevent the extinction 
or further serious diminution of the food 
fish. Prof. Jordan, representing the U. 
8. and 8. TT. Bastedo, representing 
Canada, the commissioners appointed under 
the treaty of last spring, have practioaliy 
agreed on the regulations and they will 
shortly report to their respective govern- 
ments. The regulations will then come 
into effect by simultaneous proclamations 


of the Canadian and U. 8. governments. 
They will cover all the international 
waters from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 


including the great lakes with the exeep- 
tion of Georgian Bay and Lake Michigan. 

A few points still remain for final ad- 
justment. Io the Vase of British Columbia 
salmon fisheries a number of American 
firms have expended large sums of money 
installing fish catching equipment and it 
is not finally decided whether they will 
be cmpelled to immediately disconfinus 
the use of them or not.

Montreal, Sept. 3—From evidence 
produced before Judge Cassels today, 
at the investigation into the business 
relations of the Department of Marin» 
and Fisheries, it would appear tnat 
the government is in an unusually for- 
tunate position with regard to the 
buying of goods, being able to buy 
them not only cheaper than anybody 
else, but. on occasions to get them so 
cheaply as to cause an absolute loss 
to the dealers privileged to sell them.

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Representation of The Peopie. 


From several parts of the countty 
demands are coming in to the provin- 
cial government for more representa- 
tion in the legislature. These de- 
mands, in some measure arising from 
the increased settlement of the coun- 
try in the past three years, are also 
based upon the fact that in the pro- 
vince here are fs yet no municip#éli- 
ties. Consequently all road work 
and bridges have to be attended to by 
the central government, whieh in turn 
has to be advised by the local mem: 
ber, and if he hag too large a district 
to, represent the district. is liable 10 
suffer through unintentional neglect. - 

In the larger cities there is con¢ 
siderable discussion about the need 
of more representation. Calgary and 
Edmonton have each under the pre- 
sent system but one representative; 
Victoria, B.C., with a population of 
about 30,000, sends four,members’ to 
the local house. These are among 
the several points brought forward in 
practically every part of the province 
where the matter is discussed, as tq 
whether Alberta, with its widespread 
area and growing settlement, should 
not have more representatives in the 
legislature. , 

This year Saskatchewan's Re<listri- 
bution Bill provided for 40 members 
in the province, instead of 25, as in 
the present assembly. It is likely 
that Alberta will have to take some 
step to secure more. effective repre- 
sentation. 

New System Re Patents. 

The provincial - gove ent, in ac- 
cordance with» dteisgenera policy . 5f 
prompt dealings and efficient metnéds, 
has effected a change in the system 
oi securing patents for homestead 
lands. Formerly the homesteader 
was! notified from Ottawa that the 
patent was issued and that it was at 
the Registry Office awaiting him. 

Recently the Provincial Government 
has instructed the registrars at Ed- 
monton and Calgary to have the certi- 
ficutes of title issued immediately on 
the receipt of the patent, and at once 
to notify the homesteader that  ¢t 
awaited him there or will be mailed 
to him on his request. 

In this connection also a new con- 
venience is to be recorded, Former- 
ly there was no telephone in the re- 
gistry’ office at Calgary. Personal 
search had to be made for all titles, 
and this was a great inconvenience to 
lawyers and people from the coyntry, 
who might be anxious to have the 
search made quickly. Recently the 
Provincial Government had a tele- 
yhone installed in connection with 
heir long distance system, and now 
search can be made in the registry 
office from any point in the district. 
A Jawyer in Lethbridge can have a 
search made and reported as quickly 
as one gn Calgary. 

heriff System Improved. 

Again the Alberta Government im- 
proves upon the old territorial ad- 
ministration, strikes out a new path 
in methods of civil government and 
sets an example which many of the 
sister provinces of Canada will un- 
doubtedly follow. The regulation in 
question is the system recently come 
in force by which a sheriff becomes a 
salaried gfficer of the government, 
directly under its — supervision, in- 
stead of a more or less independent 
official whose emoluments were just 
what he copld make them under the 
fee system of remuneration for his 
duties. . f 

Under this latter system, which is 
hoary with venerable age in the Bri 
tish realm and is still almost univer. 
sally practiced, the sheriff had long 
distances to travel in serving writs 
and he could and did charge mileags 
for every foot of the way ata rate ot 
10 or 12 cents per mile, aceording ‘© 
the court for which he served. Un. 
der the new system the writ will he 
sent by mail from Edmonton to th: 
point in question and served — tucre 
by a ballift at a cost of one dollar for 
sums under $400, or $1.50, for sums 
over $400. The bailiff muy. have on 
occasions some mileage to charge, but 
being in the district this will be  in- 
considerable, 

Up. to the enforcement of the pre- 
sent system, provided for by an en- 
actment of the last assembly of the 


legislature, a sheriff serving a 


from Edmonton’ to Athabasca Land- 
ing was entitled to a mileage fee of 
10 or 12 cents;upon the return dis- 
tance—174 miles. The new system 
makes here a direct saving of at least 
$17:40 to the man served with the 
writ, for the document is now for- 
warded by mail to the district bailiff. 
The gréat benefits of the new system 
to individuals living at outlying 
points from t sheriff's office are very 
apparent. ‘0 people at St. Paul de 
Metis, Lac la Biche or the Pembina 
—all points more than ‘800 miles re- 
turn distance from Edmonton—thp 
saving is very great, amounting to 
over $20 or $30, ° 


It was shown, too, under the jin 
vestigations by A. Y. Blain, inspector 
of legal officers, that overcharges were 
frequently made by the sheriffs in 
the obvious, temptations to make his 
fees larger than they should be. From

Hamilton Woman Shouts Herself ir 
‘ Police Staticn. 


Hamilton, Sept. 3—The life of 
shame which Mrs. Della Clayton has 
veen leading, acoerditig io the evi- 
dence ‘that was submitted to Magis 
trate Jelfs, almost cam eto a tragic 
ending this morning by her own 
hand. She was charged with keeping 
a house of ill-fame, and His Worship 
found her guilty of the offence and 
senténced her ‘to three months in jail 
without the option of a fine. He 
also bound her over in $200 sureties 
not to continue this shameful busi- 
ness. The sétitence affected the wo- 
man, and she and Pearl James, charg- 
ed with being an inmate, were taken 
into an adjoining room. Shortly 
after, three constables who were in 
the corridor heard a revolver shot, 
and the James girl ran out screaming 
that Mrs. Clayton had shot herself. 
She was found lying on the floor with 
a bullet wound in her temple, and on 
the efitrance of the policemen cried. 
“ft was‘too much for me. T hope 
God "Almighty will have more mercy 
on me than the judges on earth.” She 
was hurried to the City Hospital. 

The evidence of the police showed 
that disgraceful language was to be 
heard from her house, and that it 
was at times very disorderly. Magis- 
trate Jelfs said it appeared that it was 
a disgraceful resort, even for one of 
its kind, and he thought the only way 
to. stop such conduct was to send the 
keeper to jail. 

The James girl was fined $50, and 
Mrs. Clayton gave her the monty with 
which to pay her fine before she shot 
herself. 

Physicians whq are attending Mrs 
Clayton had the X-ray put on her 
head this afternoon, and the bullet 
was located. It will be removed to- 
morrow. Her cOndition is doubtful 
yet, though the doctors have hopes of 
her recovery.

When the tide, which rans ap the river 
for several miles beyond where the Cale 
donia struck, was at its highest, her 
wheelhouse was still above water; and 
the weather being perfectly calm, no 
damage was done from the wash, al 
though this part of the Skeena is noted 
for its severe windstorms and rough water 

The Caledonia bad sixty tons of cargo 
on board, principally hay, oats and co 
visions, the greater part of which will be 
saved. Shortly after the accident the 
Grand Trunk Pacific steamer Distributor 
artived and rendered what assistance she 
vould. Scows were secured and part of 
her cargo unloaded on them 

At high tide Tuesday she had been 
lightered sufficiently to be raised off the 
rock, which still protruded through the 
bottom, her position changed so that she 
settled on a sandy bar.

Chicago, Ils., Sept. 3—Friends here 
fre greatly surprised to learn of the 
wedding of rs, Field. Stiinley 
Field, who had just returned ‘from 
Europe with his wife, ‘expressed e¢om- 
plete astonishment. Mrs, Drummond 
was Miss Albertine Huck, daughter 
of the late Louis C. Huck, a German- 
American, who made his fortune in 
Chicago as a malster, ié° Was mar- 
ried to Field shortly after he left 
Harvard University, 1890. It is 
said that there was some objection to 
the match by the elder Field wWpon 
religious grounds, but it is known that 
the great anerchant became entirely 
reconciled to his daughter-in-law at 
the time of the son’s' ‘death, Mar- 
shall Field died in Chi November 
27, 1905, after aceidentatl shooting 
himself a week previous "while ex- 
amining an automatic revolver. His 
wife was with him when death came. 
Mrs, Drummond was famous fron 
girlhood for her beauty. She suggest- 
ed a Spanish grand dame by her high. 
bred clearness of features and grace 
of form. She was also known to Chi- 
cago society as a devoted wife and 
mother. She gave herself entirely 
to care for the health of her former 
husband, who was always an invalid, 
and did not attempt to become & lea- 
der in Chicago society. Shortly

Whether he will simply 
drop out of sight or formally an- 
nounce his abdication is unknown.

England to Consult Others. 

London, Sept. 3—While the intense 
excitement manifeste! in France over 
the declaration of Germany regard- 
ing the immediate recognition of Mu- 
lai Hafid is finding no counterpart 
here, there is yet much concern felt 
over the situation. Indications are 
that Great Britain is irritated,and will 
move slowly in the matter of making 
recognition of the usurperer, in fact 
will do so only after he has agreed 
to the demands which France and 
DHpain are now tormulating, whicta 
call for his acceptance of the. agree- 
ments entered into by his brother 
with the powers that took part in 
Algecirias conference. Officials of this 
government take the view that the 
action of Germany is an attempt to 
gain undue influence over Mulai 
Hafid by being first to attend recogni- 
tion.

BACK FROM FORT MCMURRAY. 
After a six weeks’ trip to the north, 
in which he went as far as Fort Me- 
Murray, on the Athabasca, Vernon 
W. Barford has just returned to the 
city with a greater appreciation than 
ever before of the resources of the 
great north country. Mr. Barford 
jeft her on July 2ist, and was the 
guest on his northern trip of Tom 
Kelly, who is manager of the Atha- 
basea River Transportation Company 
In his trip he passed through all the 
rapids on the Athabasca in a canoe, 
a hatr-raising experience. 

Among the party on the return trip 


was Inspector Jarvis, C.M.G., who 
Was stationed for a year at Hershell 
Island, in the Arctic Ocean Inspee- 


tor Jarvis went north about a year 
and a half ago in the region of thr 
Mackenzie, where the herds of buffal» 
are supposed to exist, he made threo 
trips from Fort Smith to the feeding 
grounds, but saw only one herd ol 
about forty bison He is of the 
opinion that the herds are being de- 
stroyed by the Indians, though Com- 
missioner Perry has already express- 
ed the opinion that wolves are the 
cause of the threatened extermination 

Inspector Jarvis has gone to Regina 
and leaves in a few days on a six 
months’ trip to England, on leave 01 
absence. 

Among those on the trip north was 
Count Von Hammerstein, who — pro- 
ceeded fifteen miles further down the 
river from Fort MeMurray to continue 
his bo:ing operations for oil. 

Mr. Barford saw the great flow of 
natural gas at Pelican rapids, He was
